Radio Announcement Says Death 
at Luebeck Was Due to Lung 
Inflammation. 

BERLIN (from German Broad- 
of Infantry Gen. Friedrich Karl 
von Lossberg, who gained fame in 
the World War, was announced to- 
day. 

The German radio said he died 
Thursday in Luebeck of inflamma- 
tion of the lungs and that Adolf 
Hitler has ordered a state funeral. 


Von Lossberg rose swiftly in the 
last war, becoming a Colonel] in 
1915 and a few months later, Chief 
of the General Staff of the Third 
Army. He was an advocate of the 
German west wall zonal defense 
system which was not fully devel- 
oped until Hitler came to power. 

World War stories described him 
as a man of great endurance and 
energy, and it was related that he 
went one full year without more 
than four hours of continuous 
sleep.

It was nearly two years before 
anyone was brought to trial, Du- 
mini, Albino Volpi and three other 
leaders of the Tcheka, or terrorist 
organization, were tried in a Fascist 
court. Dumini assumed the blame 
for Matteotti’s death but insisted 
he bad been killed accidentally in 
the course of an effort to kidnap 
him- 

During Dumini’s short and pleas- 
ant stay in prison his family, at 
Mussolini's order, received about 
$2000 a month. 

In September, 1926, only four 
months after his release from pris- 
on, he was arrested on the charge 
of speaking disrespectfully of Mus- 
solini. What he gaid was: “That 
pig of a President! If I had spok- 
en, I could have made him take 
30 years in prison.” 

At his trial..hhe contended his 
reference was not to Mussolini, 
then president of the council, but

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SOLDIERS 10 GET 
1-DAY FURLOUGH 
AFTER INDUCTION 


Starting June 15, Men Will |= 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP).— 
‘The selective service system is go- 
ing to make it easier for men in- 
ducted into the Army to adjust 


their personal affairs before begin- 
ning active duty. 

Effective June 15, an official an¢ 
nouncement said today, all reg- 
istrants who so desire will be trans- 
ferred to an enlisted reserve corps 
immediately on induction and sent 
home at Government expense for’ 
14 days to arrange their business 
and family affairs. They would then 
return to active service. 

The new system is designed to 
eliminate injustices complained of 
in the present arrangement of 
granting 10-day furloughs’ on re- 
quest. In some instances such fur- 
loughs have been denied. In many 
cases the soldiers were unable to 
pay their transportation home, es- 
pecially since the furloughs were 
given at reception centers instead 
of induction places closer to their 
homes. 

Draft headquarters said the new 
plan would do away with embar- 
rassing situations of men returning 
home for good, following farewell 
ceremonies, because of rejection on 
physical grounds. Send-off parties 
for registrants en route to induc- 
tion stations should be stopped, the 
announcement said, adding: 

“Farewell ceremonies may be ar- 
ranged at the time the group de- 
parts for the reception center, 
since all of the men in such groups 
have been accepted .for military 
service and ordered to a¢tive duty.” 

Under the new plan, the Army 
will furnish transportation, meals 
and lodging during the trip hdme 
from the induction center and the 
return to a designated reception 
center. Those who wish may con- 
tinue on to the reception center 
without going home. 

The 14-day period may be ex- 
tended or shortened by not more 
than two days in order to meet 
schedules at reception centers or 
to avoid Sunday travel.

A few facts and figures will show why the Treas- 
ury Department has launched its: new war bond 


campaign with the slogan, “Your Quota is 10 Per |’: 


Cent,” and why a three-day pledge campaign to in- 
crease the sale of bonds and stamps is being under- 
taken next week in the St. Louis area. 

‘The Government now is spending about three bil- 
lion dollars à month on’ the war. It is the admin- 
istration’s hope to raise one-third of this from war 
bonds and stamps. Hence, the war bond goal is a 
billion a month, 7 

The national income for 1942 is oftictally estimat- 
ed at around:117 billions. Ten per cent of this would 
be just a little under the billion a month pought for 
war bonds. 

How far is. this goal from actual monthly totals 
in the past? It is actually below the best month thus 


bor, when the American people bought $1,060,546,000 
worth of bonds and stamps. Another stimulus to the 
January figure was the “limit buying,” or purchases 
up to the legal limit of $5000 per year per individual. 

But in February, sales dropped to $703,200,000.. In 
March, they fell-to $557,892,000. In April, they were 
only about $500,000,000, The average from July, 
1941, to January, 1942, inclusive, was $437,951,243. 

If past fighres are a criterion, the Treasury has 
embarked upon a considerable undertaking in trying 
to reach by July a goal of a billion a month, or 
double the April figure. | 

Locally, a considerably higher quota than jn past 
months will have to be attained to do this com- 
munity’s part in the nation-wide program. The St. 
Louis quota for May is $9,754,300, an increase of 34.4 
per cent over the monthly average of sales to date. 
For St. Louis County, the May quota is $478, 400, an 
increase of 36 per cent, 

In an effort to obtain the necessary increase in 
war savings, volunteers will call at every home in 
the area next Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday. 
‘They will not sell bonds and stamps, but will ask 
every household to pledge a definite amount of its 
earnings for regular bond and stamp purchases for 
the duration. 

‘Will the people respond? The cause of helping win 
the war ought to be all the incentive needed. The ne- 
cessity for draining off excess buying power in order 
to avert inflation is another important reason for 
buying bonds, Then there is the fact that unless the 
goal is reached by voluntary purchases, the adminis- 
tration is pretty sure to call for a compulsory sav- 
ings program. 

“Your quota is 10 per cent” now carries only the 
weight of a suggestion. It could come to mean an 
officially ordered payment from every ‘citizen’s in- 
come, Which meaning it carries in the future de- 
pends on whether the public reaches the billion-a- 
month goal.

FOR ACTION ON REDISTRICTING. 

“What has happened to the proposed ordinance to 
redistrict the wards of St. Louis so as to correct 
the glaring inequalities in population and hence in 
representation in the Board of Aldermen? 

Mayor Becker campaigned ‘on a redistricting plank. 
The Republican Board of Aldermen, in contrast fo 
the ducking and dodging of the Democrats, took up 
the issue soon after it came into power. Through 
the summer, fall and winter, the special Novack 
committee studied the probleniof ward line changes, 
and last February it announced its findings. 

The proposed redistricting was, far from perfect. 
For one thing, as we pointed out, it looked in the 
wrong direction; it would’ set up new residential 
wards with registrations above the average and new 
river wards with registrations. below the average. 
But it was.a start, and that start is needed as a 
basis for a properly drawn measure in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

President Michael J. Hart owes it to his party as 
well as to the city to see that redistricting is intro- 
duced. This is an election year. The ward lines 
should be redrawn so that voting can take place in 
wards based on equal registrations. 

. New York State recently voted its first congres- 
sional redistricting in some 30 years. Illinois Re- 
publican legislators ignored redistricting last -year 
just as the Democrats had done, although population 


changes have produced districts ranging in size from | 


approximately 100,000 to 900,000. In Missouri, the 
movement of population has been such that St. Louis 
County with 274,000 residents has no more voice at 
Jefferson City than Jasper County with only 78,000. 

Our Aldermen and legislators pay tribute to the 
democratic process when they run for office. After 
they are.sworn in, they tecome more. interested in 
hanging onto their seats and currying favor with 
committeemen and women, elected on the basis of 
existing boundaries, than in equitable representation 
in our legislative bodies. 

Why should aldermanic redistricting be delayed 
until next year? If Mr. Hart knows of a good reason, 
it is high time he stated it. Having none, his busi- 
ness is to have the Novack committee's proposal in- 
troduced, pertected and adopted.

SALT LAKE CITY, May i6 
(AP).—A United Air Lines execu- 
tive said yesterday the similarity

He referred to the pilot’s report, 
about three minutes before the 
crash at 11 p. m. that he was 
north of the radio towers at the 
airport “coming in for final ap 
proach.” 

Reeder said he believed the pilot 
based his approach on the lights 
on the commercial towers, which 
are about four miles east of the 
airfiort and on the edge of the 
foothills in. which the plane 
crashed. He said the lights on the 
commercial towers were installed 
March 28.

It is true that every physiologist 
who has ever observed starvation 
found a great manifestation 
f physica] and mental vigor when 
Fre-alimentation occurs after peri- 
ods of fasting and food restric- 
tion. However, it seems doubtful 
to me that these effects would be- 
gin to manifest themselves 20 
years after the starvation period, 
and I suspect that the mainten- 
ance of the even level of American 
nutrition for the last 40 years will 
result in just as much military 
vigor as that manifested by the 
Russian and German armies,

Athlete's Foot

HEN your stocking feet and 
W shoes have a damp quality at 

the end of the day, you may 
have the skin ailment popularly 
known as “athilete’s foot.” Itch- 
ing*is a very common sign that 
this annoying skin condition is 
present but in some cases there 
may be no symptoms at all. The 
skin between and under the toes 
usually looks white and soggy; 
when this dead skin is peeled 
away there are seen red, shiny 
areas underneath, There may be 
little blisters on the hands or feet, 


too. 

To avoid athiete’s foot and pre- 
vent relapses, don’t let the feet 
become damp. Don't wear heavy 
stockings, socks and shoes that 
make the feet perspire. Perforated

At home, if you have athiete’s 
foot, avoid spreading the fungus 
by stepping from the tub or show- 
er on to a paper towel, and dry 
your feet with such a disposable 
towel... Then put on your slippers 
immediately. . 

What's good for athiete’s foot? 
There are many different kinds of 
preparations used. What's good 
for one case may not be just the 
thing for another. Your doctor is 
the person to select the ointment 
or dusting powder or foot soak 
that your condition seems to re- 
quire. Sometimes first one prep- 
aration and then another must be 
tried before improvement occurs. 
This condition is very hard to cure 
completely; even after it seems to 
be cured, treatment must be con- 
tinued for several weeks.
